Tho sudden ‘resolve -of - the 
Government to snforce the law| 
prohibiting the signing of chits in 
hotels, excepting where the per 
son is a resident or is partaking 
of a meal, is‘«xplained.

Sir,— Numerous cases of torture 
and frightfulnees have been 
quoted in your paper to show how 
things fare in Canton City. A 
few more sesh by myself and my 
friends will be interesting to your 
readers in Hongkong and abroad, 

Three weeks ago, two.of my 
friends went from Shimeen to 
Honan. Wien they landed a few 
paces from the Custom quarters, 
their attention was drawn toan 
altercation between an old woman 
and two soldiers. It appeared that 
the two soldiers wanted to go 
across the river, bu’ was asked by 
the. woman 40 cents, and the 
soldiers only offered four cents, 


which the woman simply refused.| . 


She began to push ber boat off the 


bank, seeing which, the soldiers} = +. 
Tigot incensed and ‘shot ‘the woman, 


who dropped like a stone on the 
board of the sampan. There was 
the greatest excitement and the 
mae thereupon quickly walked 
off. 

Yestorday, at 10 o'clock in the 
morning, the writer of this letter 
was passing on the Shaki Bund, 
just about the pita of\Watson’s old 
building, (now pull.d'down) when 
a@ poor, woe- -begone coolig was 
seen passing, carrying two boxes 
of ammunition sluug from a 
bamboo astride his shoulders, The 
poor wretch threw the ‘box down 
and squatted helplessly only two 
pacesfrom the'writer.
